ato  UAthe  glad  tidings  of  fat  vat  ion,  can' 
I  anyhow  entertaining  to  any  of  yoUf 
lions  readers,  you  are  at  liberty  to 
ublifli  the  following  Hiort  abftradt  of  it. 
But,  before  I  proceed  to  the  account 
thefe  apoftles  of  our  Lord  Jefus,  who 
ntinued  faithful  unto  death,  I  ibalt 
cniion  a  few  particulars  concerning 
dad  Ifcariot,  as  he  is  reprefented  in 
o  inimitable  fculpture  pieces,  and  fre- 
cutly  mentioned  in  the  facred  ferip* 
res.  He  was  one  of  out  blcflcd  Lord*! 
poftlcs;  hut  bis  perfidioufitcfs.  early 
ifeovered  itfelf;  for,  when  the  holy  Je* 
us  was  at  Bethany,  Mary  brought'  a 
>ound  of  hard  pidic,  anoiats  bis  feetf 
ind  fills  the  houie'  with  the  odour :  upon

ll^ncc,  and  givcti  to  the  poof.**^ 
our  Lord  teichei  ut  by  bif  red^^thif 
there  is  a  time  for  adtiofiB  of  rtngha  *d 
well  as  of  charity,  this  pointing  of  ,hif 
feet  being  againit  his  bii^al.— Sooh 
this,  the  traitor  Judas ^  hearing  of  the 
congregation  of  the  priefts,  went  to 
them,  oftved  to  betray  bis  Lord*  io4 
made  a  covenant  to  do  it 
pi  ices  of  ftlver^^  He  then,  went  wuB 
a  multitude,  armed  With  fwordi  ada 
ftaves,  from  the  priefts  and  elders  ofitte 
people,  to  apprehend  the  holy  *4 
the  garden  of  Oethfemane^,  gifing  tn^m 
the  opportunity  of  the  night, 
they  durft  not  feize  him  by  day  for  feag 
of  the  people*  It  is  not  intimated  in  ini 
facred  writingSi  that  Judas  had  thy 
lice  againft  the  perfon  of  bis  Lord)  for# 
when  he  afterwarda  faw  the  mattey 
would  end  in  our  blcfihd  Savtottr’sdeaiiff 
he  repented ;  but  a  bafe  and  nhi^rtbr 
fpirit  of  Covetoufaefs  poflefted  biib  f  ana

r  pretended  to  be  offended  at  the  yahi-  bj  'receiving  the  nuorth  of  the  tbreb 
Y‘  of  the  cEpence,  faying,  It  micht  hundred  penee^  atnsohieb  he  nalued  the 
hate  been  fold  for  three  hundred*  batd'pifllei'  '' 
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the  rcliques  of  indignation,  for  miffing 
the  price  of  the  oiniarcnt,  which  the  ho¬ 
ly  Mary  had  poured  upon  the  tect  of 
our  Lord,  burnt  in  hi:»  b  raels  with  a 
fnnk,  dark,  rnelancholy  fire,  and  made 
an  eruption  into  an  adt  which  all  age^  of 
the  world  could  never  parallel.  When 
therefore  Judas  heard  that  they  had 
paffed  the  final  and  decretory  fentence 
of  death  upon  our  blelfcd  Saviour — he, 
who  thought  uot  It  would  have  gone  fo 
f^r,  repented  him  to  have  been  an  inftru- 
meut  of  fo  int.im<nis  a  machination,  and 
faid,  “  ]  have  rinncd  in  betraying  the  in¬ 
nocent  blood;”  hat  they,  not  regarding 
the  exquifife  torments  Judas  felt  within 
him,  dilmdVrd  him,  and,  upon  confulia- 
tion,  bought  with  the  money  a  field  to 
hiiry  ftrangers  in  f.  After  Judas  had 
returned  the  tldriy  pieces  of  lilver,  he 
went  and  hanged  himfelf;  and  the  judg¬ 
ment  was  made  more  notorious  and  emi¬ 
nent  by  an  unufjal  accident  at  fuch 
deaths;  for  he  lo  Iweikd  that  he  burft, 
and  his  bowels  gufhed  out. — The  Greek 
fcholiaft  and  others  report  iput  Df  Papias, 
5t  Ji'hn’fc  fchoUr,  that  Judas  fell  from' 
the  fig-tree,  on  which  he  hanged,  before 
he  was  quite  dead,  and  feme  time  furvi- 
ved  his  attempt,  being  fo  fad  a  fpe<^facle 
of  defw»rmity,  and  pain,  and  a  prodigious 
tumour,  that  his  plague  was  exet (lively 
miferable  and  deplorable,  till  at  half  he 
burft  in  the  very  fubftaiice  of  his  lx  dy, 
as  being  extended  beyond  the  poliibili- 
ties  and  capacities  of  nature. 

Having  mentioned  both  the  crimes 
and  puniihment  of  this  perfidious  wretch, 
I  fhall  proceed  to  give  a  britf  account  of 
the  lives,  travels,  fi  tf  rings  and  deaths 
of  the  faithful  apoftles  of  our  blelftd 
Lord,  where  perfeverarcc  in  well-doing, 
and  patience  under  futferings,  engaged 
l)oth  the  attention  and  admiration  of  the 
w  hole  world. 

St  M A  T  T  H  E  w  was  the  fon  of  Alpheus 
and  Mary,  kinl woman  to  ihcbleffed  Vir¬ 
gin.  Ik  was  born  at  SazaretkX^  and

It  is  at  preftnt  in 
jo  ruinoui  a  c:t,ditiin,  that  it  i:  corf 


bv  profcfTion  was  a  toll-gatherer  to  the 
Romans.  When  Jefns  had  lately  cured 
a  famous  paralytic  at  Capernaum,  he  rc» 
tired  out  of  town,  and  walked  by  the 
fca  fide  to  leach  the  people  that  fliH:ked 
after  him.  Here  he  faw  Matthew  fit¬ 
ting  in  his  loll  booth,  whom  he  called  to 
follow  him,  which  he  accordiwgly  did. 
For  the  firft  cigbt  years  be  preached  up 
and  down  Judea:  after  which  he  betook 
himfelf  to  the  converfion  of  the  Gentiles, 
w’hcrc  he  was  intreated  by  fome  convert 
Jews  to  write  the  hiftury  of  our  Saviour’s 
life  and  adions,  of  which  his  gofpel  is  • 
compolcd.  After  this  he  went  into 
Parihia,  and  having  fuccefsfully  planted 
Chriftiauity  in  thole  parts,  he  travelled 
into  Ethiopia,  which  is  generally  afBgn- 
ed  the  province  of  his  apoftolical  mini- 
ftry,  and  fullered  martyrdom  at  Nadda- 
bar ;  but  by  what  kind  of  death  is  alto¬ 
gether  uncertain.  His  gofpel  was  origi¬ 
nally  written  in  Hebrew  for  the  ufe  of 
his  countrymen,  and  w'as  foon  after 
trarflated  into  Greek. 

St  Mark  w’as  certainly  defeended' 
from  Jewilh  parents,  though  he  has  a 
Roman  name.  It  is  very  probable  he 
was  converted  by  St  Peter,  whofc  fitter’s 
fon  andconftant  companion  he  was.  St 
Peter  likewilc  fent  our  apoftie  to  plant 
the  gofpel  in  Egypt,  and  particularly  to 
Alexandria  ;  hut  St  Mark  did  not  con¬ 
fine  his  preaching  to  this  place  only,  for 
he  removed  weftward  into  Lybia,  palling 
through  the  countries  of  Marmorica  and 
Pentapolis,  and  all  thereabouts;  where, 
though  the  people  w’erc  both  barbarous 
and  idolatrous,  yet,  by  his  preaching 
and  miracles,  he  made  way  for  the  en¬ 
ter  tainment  of  the  gofpeli  Returning 
to  Alexandria  at  the  time  of  Eafter, 
when  the  great  folemnitics  of  Scrapis  • 
happened  to  be  celebrated,  and  the  minds 
of  the  people  were  excited  to  a  paflio- 
nate  vindication  of  their  favourite  idol, 
they  fell  r^pon  St  Mark  while  he  was  per¬ 
forming  divine  worfhip,  bound  his  feet 
with  cords,  dragged  him  through  the 
ftrects  to  a  precipice  near  the  fca,  and 
for  thst  night  lliut  him  up  in  prifon. 
The  next  merning  they  dragged  him 
about  again  in  the  fame  manner  till  his 
ficlli  was  torn  from  his  bones,  and  he 

treverted  by  the  learned  nsihere  its  ci^ 
ties  former  ly  flood, 
t  Strapis  nuas  an  idol  in  the  form  of 
an  eXf  %ihich  the  Egyptians  ^asorfhip- 
ped. 
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pircd,  He  fufFcrcd  about  the  end  of 
cro’a  reign,  having  furvived  the  mar» 
rdom  of  St  Peter  and  Si  Paul  a  cntifi- 
rable  time. 

St  Luke  was  born  at  Antioch f, 
here  there  were  fcbools  and  univerfi- 
;s,  fo  that  he  could  fcarcely  mifs  a  libe- 
1  education.  Being  furniihed  with 
ill  in  the  preparatory  indrudiono  of 
hilofophy,  he  applied  himfelf  to  the 
ndy  of  phyfic,  and  was  a  proficient  in 
ainting.  He  travelled  into  Egypt  and 
reece,  where  academies  were  moft  fa- 
ous  for  thefe  fciences.  He  was  a 
ewilh  profelyte,  and  very  probably  was 
onverted  by  St  Paul  at  Antioch,  in 
^hich  city  the  Jews  had  their  fyna- 
ogucs;  for  he  followed  that  apoftle  in 
11  his  dangers — was  with  him  at  his  fe- 
eral  arraignments  at  Jcrufalcm— ac- 
ompanied  him  in  his  defperate  voyage 
Rome — and  it  is  pretty  certain  he  did 
leave  him  till  be  had  hnifhed  his 
.ourlc,  and  crowned  all  with  martyr* 
dom.  He  firft  preached  in  Dalmatia  and 
^alatia,  then  in  Italy  and  Macedonia, 
/here  he  fpared  no  pains,  declined  no 
anger,  but  faithfully  difeharged  the 
rull  repofed  in  him.  At  laft  a  party  of 
nfidcls  in  Greece,  making  head  againft 
■lim,  drew  him  to  execution;  and,  for 
want  of  a  crofs  whereon  to  difpatch  him, 
hanged  him  on  an  olive-tree  in  the  eigh¬ 
ty-fourth  year  of  his  age.  He  left  be¬ 
hind  him,  for  the  ule  of  the  church,  his 
gofpel  and  the  hiftory  of  the  Ads  of  the 
Apoftics. 

St  John,  the  beloved  difciple,  was  a 
Galilean  J,  the  fon  of  Zebide  and  Salome, 
and  brought  up  wdth  his  brother  St 
James  a  hOierm^n.  In  the  diviSon  of 
the  province  among  the  apoftlcs,  Afia 
fell  to  his  lhare,  where  he  founded  many 
churches  of  note  and  eminency,  namely 
Smyrna,  Pergamus,  Thyatira,  Sardis, 
Philadelphia,  Laodicea,  and  others;  but 
his  chief  place  of  rchdence  wasEphefui;

nor  was  his  miniftry  confined  to  Afia 
Minor  only,  but  extended  to  other  parti 
i*f  the  call.  Having  fpent  many  years 
in  his  employment,  he  at  length  was 
acciifed  to  Doinitian,  and  fent  by  the 
proconfid  of  Alla  to  Rome,  where  he 
was  call  into  a  cauldron  of  boiling  oil, 
but  received  no  hurt.  After  this  he  was 
banifhed  to  the  ifle  of  Patmos^,  where 
he  continued  fcveral  years.  In  the  mcaa 
time  Domitian  was  killed,  and  fucceeded 
by  Nerva,  who,  by  a  public  edid,  recal- 
led  ail  thofc  whom  his  prcdcceflbr  had 
banilhed.  St  John  taking  the  advantage 
of  this  general  indulgence,  left  Patmos, 
and  returned  again  to  Ephefus,  where, 
at  the  requeft  of  the  biftiops  of  Ada,  he 
wrote  his  gofpel.  He  lived  till  the  time 
of  Trajan,  about  the  beginning  of  whofe 
reign  he  died  full  of  years.  The  laft  in- 
ftance  of  this  apuftle’s  care  for  the  church 
is  the  writings  he  has  left  behind,  of 
which  ■  the  Apocalypfc,  or  Revelations, 
written  during  his  confinement  in  Pat- 
mos,  was  the  tirft  in  time,  though  placed 
laft,  containing  a  prophetic  accoont  of 
the  future  ftatc  of  the  Chriftian  chur<^, 
by  which  he  gained  an  honour  peculiar 
to  himfelf,  being  not  only  an  apoftle  and 
evangelift,  but  a  prophet  alio.  lo^  a 
word,  from  the  excellency  and  fiiblimily 
of  his  ftilc  and  matter,  hp  truly  anfjvcr- 
ed  to  his  name  Boanerges^  for  he  fpake 
and  wrote  like  a  fon  of  tnundcr.

In  the  laft  feene,  when  a  great 
mended  to  them  by  fuch  authority,  un*  ador  is  about  to  dilappear,  he  wtU 
til  they  are  betrayed,  as  by  an  t^n'u  Ja>  concerned  to  do  it  with  grace  and  digni- 
/««/,  to  pits,  precipices,  and  irreitievable  ty,  and  will  then,  if  pcflible,  exceed 
dtftrudion.  Great  names  too  often  give  himlclfj  but  here  we  fee  elevated  geniua 
credit  to  the  moft  palpable  abfurduics  and  boafted  philofophy,  finking  intp 
and  follies,  and  a  fandion  even  to  the  meannefs  and  levity,  brilliant  wit  tx* 
moft  flagrant  crimes:  in  fuch  cafes,  they  piring  in  a  flafii  of  tolly,  and  courtly  p6r 
are  only  hung  up  like  putrid  carcafes  in  liteneis  ending  in  the  grolTeft  impropric- 


Ihe  air,  to  i>oifon  one  half  of  mankind, 
or  like  Phaeton’s  chariot  let  loofe,  not  to 
enlighten,  but  to  fet  the  w’orld  on  fire. 

Jt  is  the  lot  of  the  gros  of  mankind  to 
live  unnoticed  and  die  fing  t ;  and,  if  it 
be  deemed  a  mintificatii'n  to  have  the 
fame  .'f  their  excellencies  and  virtues 
confined  within  nanow'  bounds,  they 
may  have  the  fatisfadion  to  think  that 
Ihcir  faults  and  guilt  arc  fc  too.  It  is 
tht  privilege  01  th.)fe  alone,  who  arc  ex¬ 
alted  above  the  common  level,  of  thofc 
who  have  been  dubb’d  hero- s,  philofo- 
phers,  or  wits,  todlffufe  ti  e  taint  of  in¬ 
fidelity  and  vice  far  and  w.de,  and  to  flay 
thoufmds  and  ten  thoufaiids,  by  icattcr- 
ing  abroail  ihcit  fire-brands^  arro'insy 
and  dtath.  When  a  Voltaire  or  » 
Ch  ■  ■ '  f-^d  inlift  their  pv»\vcrs  in  the 
caufc  of  hell,  the  prince  of  darknefs  has 
little  more  to  do  than  ,t*)  look  on,  and 
Inhold  their  fuccels,  and  icward  them  at 
laft  for  their  good  fervices.  Endlcfs  a- 
nccdotcs  muft  be  cr  llccftcd.  the  minuteft 
incidents  of  their  hiftory  divulged,  and 
their  Pofihu77iQus  Letters  difpatchtd, 
not  on  the  dciign  <»f  the  prepofed  mcl- 
fage  of  lyivet  in  the  parable,  but  to  in¬ 
vite  their  furiivers  to  come  likewife  to 
the  place  of  torment. 

Some  friend  or  difciple  of  the  laft  of 
thefe  prc.it  men,  has  communicated  in 
the  public  papers  a  fpecimen  of  his  laft 
fcntimcnis  and  dying  words,  and  endea- 
v(5ur(d  to  culert.iiu  the  world  hv  Tome 
rcK  rnctSt  and  pie.^^^nt  witticilins 
brcath( il  f'Ut  in  articule  rnctiis^  vhicli 
1  find  lepiftcred  in  ycui  MilCcilany  (Vol. 
xxvii.  P.  69.).  1  hough  thefe  tallies  of 

fancy  in  fuch  ciicun.fiances  may  occaii- 
cn  not  a  little  furprizc  on  at.vount  of 
their  novelty  ami  lingularity  ytt  to  cve- 
ty  confiderate  perfon,  they  muft  appear 
move  dtferving  nf  crnfiire  and  cond(  n;- 
iMtion,  than  ot  admiration  ('r  .■’pplaufe*. 
The  writer,  no  dotU,  fonlideled  the  fe 
«  a  valuable  legacy,  aud  iutCLded,  ly 


ty  and  indecorum. 

Hitherto  it  has  been  accounted  by  aU 
a  ferioua  and  important  thing  to  dic> 
and  the  chambers  of  tickne'.s  and  mor-. 
tality  have  ufuallybeen  (acred  to  inftruc? 
tion,  feriuus  reflciftion,  and  carneft  de¬ 
votion, rather  than  places  of  jt  ft  and  merri¬ 
ment;  but  it  feems  a  modern  frec-think,- 
er,  who  has  attained  to  that  religion 
which  a  court,  and  very  gr eat  good 
fenfe, brings  moji  men  to,  is  got  beyond 
all  the  little  hopes  or  fears  that  fill  a 
vulgar  breaft,  and  knows  nothing  of  that 
anxiety  w’hich  an  apprehended  eternity 
ordinarily  produces.  He  has  provided 
for  Inch  a  time  a  powerful  opiate  to 
compofe  the  foul  gently  to  reft,  with-  ‘ 
cut  ad  raining  one  uneai'y  rtfliiftion  on 
the  prift,  or  the  Icaft  foreboding  impref- 
fiou  of  the  future.  Steady  in  his  princi¬ 
ples  to  the  laft,  he  can  pun  away  pain, 
quibble  with  the  agonies  of  dilealie, 
make  fickncis  put  on  a  gay  and  fmiijng 
alpccl,  and  wtlcr^rriC  death  itlielf,  ugly 
and  deformed  as  it  ia,  like  a  miftrefs,  to 
his  embraces.  *  \ 

However  the  frns  of  Epicurus  or  Lu^ 
cretius  may  admire  this  gallant  way  of 
bidding  farcwel  to  the  world  and  lime, 
yet  fuch  as  have  not  drunk  fo  deep  of  the 
intoxicating  potion,  cannot  fail  to  look 
upon  it  as  an  outrage  againfl  nature  and 
reafon,  an  iiifult  upon  the  Moft  High, 
and  3  violation  of  all  decency  Xnd  good 
feiife.  VV'it,  though  at  other  times  it 
may  be  pardonable,  when  thus  unfeafon- 
ably  indulged,  becomes  highly  abfurd 
a.nd  criminal.  This  quality,  though  fcl- 
doni  ufcful,  may  often  be  innocent,  aivd 
fometinr.es  agreeable;  it  may  with  pro¬ 
priety  be  allowed  as  a  feafoning  tocon- 
veiiation,  and  fullered  as  a  temporary

ifting  its  wonted  fmiles  and  gaiety, 
hen  the  lall  fands  of  life  arc  running 
t,  and  playing  its  antic  and  wanton 
nabult*  in  the  grafp  of  death,  is  n^on- 
ouily  uunaturjl  and  (hocking:  to  be 
elious  when  every  thing  conlpires  to 
akc  men  ferious,  is,  certainly,  not  the 
aratSenftic  of  a  noble,  but  of  alight 
d  trivial  mi»«d.  Such  death-bed  jcfls 
one  of  true  talte,  muft  be  infipid  as 
It  that  has  lo/t  its  favour;  they  mult 
ilgull  rather  than  pleafe,  and  in(i:ea<l  of 
■citing  grateful  fenlations,  they  can  a- 
aken  nothing  hut  pity  and  horror. 

In  every  view,  fueh  behaviour  is  inex- 
ufcablc.  Though  Chriflianity  (hould 
:  exploded  as  a  fable,  and  all  the  fo* 
mn  doctrines  of  religion  difmilfcd  as 
othing  more  than  the  fuperftitions  of 
he  church  and  a  bigolted  priefthood, 
et  one  might  think  there  was  ftillcaufe 
iiough  to  be  grave.  Were  tleath  really 
hat  the  I'winilh  herd  of  libertines 
ould  fain  perfuade  thcmfeivcs  it  is,  an 
tter  ext’ndion  of  being;  nought— a 
outid  jlumber^  and  a  long  good  nighty 
were  it  only  the  entrance  to  the  dreary 
hyfs  of  annihilation,  a  deltru^ion  of 
iving  and  rational  ptjvvera,  and  a  fealing 
up  the  fenfes  for  ever,— were  it  merely 
to  be  conlidered  as  an  everlading  parting 
from  friends,  acquaintances,  and  home; 
from  the  lace  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  all 
hat  is,  and  all  that  ever  was,  or  (hall  be, 
it  might  reafonably  be  fuppofed  to  awa¬ 
ken  in  a  thinking  being,  while  he  conti¬ 
nued  fuch,  fome  aife^ing  and  awful  i^ 
deas.  Btftdes,  it  can  fcarccly  be  thought 
that  any  are  fo  confirmed  in  infidelity,  or 
(leeled  by  libertinifm,  as  to  have  got  en¬ 
tirely  beyond  all  doubt,  and  abfolutcly 
to  have  alTured  themfelvcs  that  there  is 
no  future  (late,  and  that  heaven  and  hell 
are  chimeras.  The  lead  degree  of  un- 
(certainty  here,  the  fmallclt  remaining 
fufpicion,  may  be  fufficient  caufe  of  un- 
afinefs.  While  they  arc  ftanding  on 
he  brink,  their  thoughts  might  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  full  of  the  great  experiment 
they  were  about  to  make  once  for  all, 
and  that  they  would,  at  lead,  be  feriouily 
revolving  the  quedion,  with  Hamlet,

But  if  perfons  look  on  themfelvcs  as

'dy  to  be  engulphcd  in  tormenting  flames 
— to  be  totally  infenfiblc  U  a  degree 
folly  beyond  expreilioo,  and  mirth  the^ 
mud  be  unparralelled  madneft:  for  jjjfia 
Jhall  dwell  with  devouring  fire  !  who 
Jhall  inhabit  everlajling  burnings 
The  difappointment .  and  confequent  mi- 
fery  and  honors  of  fuch  a  foul,  when 
it  aw’akes  amidft  bowlings  gndjb- 
ing  of  teeth,  id  a  fubjedi  too  painful  to 
dwell  upon— a  veil  of  dlcncc  mud  tsc 
drawn  over  it.

this  cafe.— For  which  reafons  it  is  fufflci- 
ently  obvious,  that  farmers  cannot  be  at 
too  much  pains  to  have  their  ley  ground 
properly  plowed  at  firft.

XTREMES  in  any  thing  arc  fomc- 
tiines  dangerous,  always  ridiculous 
dilgraccful.  Extreme  parfimony 
itutes  the  miftr,  extreme  profiilion 
fpeiidthrift.  Tlie  one  lives  amidft 
his  friends  nnbeluved,  the  other 
ongft  his  numerous  acquaintances 
unlamented.  It  is  diflicnlt  to  hit 
golden  mcen,  and  diverting  to  cb- 
c  how  all  men  verge  upon  fome  cx- 
•e.  One  author  may  be  extremely 
iix,  another  extremely  concife.  One 
y  be  extremely  vulgar,  another  cx- 
ncly  abitrufe.  One  may  be  dull  to  a 
verb,  another  lively  to  a  wonder, 
extreme  pronenefs  to  fpcak  in.com* 
y  bewrays  fome  into  a  noify  loquaci* 
and  an  extreme  referve  into  a  fullen 
iturnity;  yet  thefe  oppoftte  extremes 
e  one  fource.  He  that  fpeaks  for  all 
company  fuppofes  him  the  only  ht 
fon  to  entertain  tlie  company  ;  and 
that  fpeaks  to  none  of  them  fuppofes 
Lre  is  not  one  in  the  company  fit  to 
lertain  him.  Extremes  are  fo  many, 
it  I  fhuuld  be  extremely  fatigued  only 
arrange  them,  and  fo  I  fliall  only  add, 
t  extreme  indolence  chara<^erifc8  the 
ggard,  extf';me  anxiety  the  fool,  ex* 
:mc  indulgence  cherillics  puerile  fol-

treme  indifference  ill  manners,  ex- 
mc  piety  (a  fight  extremely  rare  !)  is 
trudlion,  extreme  wickedoefs  is  death. 
Jow,  fince  wc  arc  fo  apt  to  run  into 
remes,  with  what  candour  fhould 
infpr^ft  the  blunders  of  an  author, 
that  fees  no  faults  of  his  own,  and 
nks  at  none  in  another,  is  not  fit  for 
iety.  Reviewers  (and  fueh  l  have  in 
rw)  in  particular  Ihould  be  pclfcflcd  cf 
rble  feniimcnts,  and,  like  judges,  fhould 
ivc  nO'  perfonal  entanglements.  The 
idearmcnts  cf  fricndlhip,  the  difgulls 
contention  being  buried  in  the  fame 
ave,  while  criticifing ;  for  it  is  noble  to 
prove  the  errors  of  a  friendi  equally 


noble  to  commend  the  beauties  of  t 
foe.  To  difeharge  fo  great  a  trnfl  to 
the  advantage  and  fatisfadtiu'd  of  all,  re¬ 
quires  uncommon  abilities,  affiduous  ap¬ 
plication,  and  unbiafled  integrity.  1* 
beg  leave  then  to  offer  a  few  thought# 
on  the  fubjetft  in  the  moft  modeft' man¬ 
ner  ;  and,  if'l  err,  1  (hall  chearfully  ftaiid 
corrected. 

1.  1  aid  clearly  of  opinion  that  no  Re¬ 
view  can  be  well  executed  but  by'  a  fo- 
ciety  of  gentlemen;  for  no  man  can  be 
completely  mofier  of  every  branch  of 
learning,  lb  as  to  judge  with  prccifion  on 
the  merits  bf  every  performance.  ^Somc 
gigantic  geniufes,  indeed,  have  ^ffonifh- 
cd  the  world,  but  fo  fclJom  that  no 
great  advantage  has  been  ^derived  fipni 
them  to  mankind. 

2.  A  Reviewer  fhould  be  fo  candid 

and  upright  'that  the 'public  may  fafety 
depend  on  his  opinion; 'and  his  (trie- 
tures  fo  native  and  fair,  that  Uot  only 
readers,  but  the  authors  thcmfelves  may 
be  benefited  thereby.  ’  ‘ 

3.  A  critic*s  remarks  (hould  be  (ler- 
ling  and  manly,  not  t/ifling  or  pncrilc^ 
and  an  authur^s  millakes^  which  deferve 
his  cehfure,  fhould  be  open  and  obvious, 
and  coft  him  no  expente  of  words  to 
point  thcm.out.  It  is  rather  an  indica^ 
tion  of  fpleen  than  ’pc.iielfation  to  affem- 
ble  all  the  little  erratas  of  a  work, 'to 
cheapen  an  author,  and  crufh  his  per¬ 
formance.

[Whoever  compares  thefe  paffages  with 
Ic  queftion  above  explained,  containing 
le  firft  and  fundamental  engagement 
squired  by  the  church  ot  Scotlaud  from 
probationers  and  mioifters,  will  pro¬ 
bably  conclude  that  fhe  binds  them  to  a 

Iupreme  regard  for  the  feriptures,  in  pre- 
crcncc  to  any  uninfpired  compofurc 
'hatever.  According  to  her,  “  the 
:ripture»  are  to  be  carefully  ftodied  sod 


interpreted  by  thcmfclvci;  the  darker 
piffages,  by  others  which  arc  more  plain, 
Bv  the  feriptures  alone  ail  coniroverfics 
of  rtiigion  are  to  be  determined,  and  all 
decrees  ®f  councils,  opinions  of  anttent 
writers,  doiftrines  of  men,  and  private* 
fpirits  are  to  be  examined.  Contrary  to^ 
or  befide  the  feripture,  no  dodtrines  or 
commandments  arc  to  be  received  ia 
matters  of  faith  or  worlhip*  As  for  the 
decrees  of  councils  and  fynods,  they  are 
only  to  be  fubmitted  to,  if  confonant  to 
the  word  of  God ;  and,  infiead  of  being 
made  the  rule  of  fiiith  or  practice,  they 
are  to  be  ufed  only  as  helps  in  both.’* 
This  is  the  fubftance  of  the  articles 
above  referred  to:  and  one  would  think 
that  a  church  which  has  thefe  for  her 
avowed  principles,  cannot  mean,  by  any 
otherof  her  regulations,  that  her  mlni- 
fters  fhall  be  obliged  to  find  every  article 
and  pofition  in  the  Confeffion  of  Faith 
agreeable  to  the  feriptures,  or  that  a  re¬ 
gard  to  the  dccifiona  of  that  book  ought 
to  infiuence  or  bias  them  in  their  tludy 
of  the  feriptures,  cither  while  they  have 
a  view  to  become  her  rninifters,  or  after 
they  arc  fnvefted  with’  that  chara«^er. 
Not  but  that  it  is  poffible  for  a  mart, 
without  any  undue  bias,  to  find  as  a* 
have;  /.  e.  upon  finccrc  and  impartial 
inquiry,  to  find  all  the  do^rincs  of  the 
forefaid  Confeffion  to  be  contained  in 
the  feriptures.  This  miift  be  allowed  at 
leafl  in  the  cafe  of  Mr  Walker,  and  fuch 
as  profefs  to  be  of  his  way  of  thinking, 
unlcfs  we  would  accufc  them  of  prevari¬ 
cation,  which  God  forbid  that  1  (hould 
do:  but,  if  it  he  allowed  poffible  alfo  for 
an  honeft  man,  and  a  good  minifter  of 
Jefus  Chrifi,  in  the  church  of  Scotland, 
to  find,  in  fearching  the  feriptures,  that
